Section  i.  The  following  named  per¬ 
sons,  all  of  whom  are  citizens  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  to  wit :  Henry  McCormick, 
Levi  B.  Alricks,  James  Boyd,  John  Y.

SBC.  2.  The  said  corporation  is  formed 
as  a  corporation  of  the  first  class,  with¬ 
out  capital  stock,  under  the  second  sec¬ 
tion  of  an  Act  entitled  ‘  ‘An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of 
certain  corporations,”  approved  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1874, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  maintenance  of 
facilities  for  athletic  sports,  for  innocent 
amusement  and  such  kindred  purposes 
as  the  Club  may  from  time  to  time  deter¬ 
mine,  and  to  that  end  to  obtain  and  enjoy 
all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  con¬ 
ferred  by  the  above-mentioned  Act  and 
the  supplements  thereto. 

SEC.  3.  The  business  of  said  corpora¬ 
tion  is  to  be  transacted  in  the  City  of 
Harrisburg. 

SEC.  4.  The  business  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  managed  by  a  President,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Board  of  fifteen  Directors  and  such 
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other  officers,  agents  and  factors  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the 
corporation  for  that  purpose. 

SEC.  5.  The  names  and  residences  of 
those  chosen  to  be  officers  and  directors 
for  the  first  year  and  until  their  success¬ 
ors  are  duly  elected,  are:

The  name  of  this  Association  is  ‘‘THE 
COUNTRY  CIvUB  OF  HARRISBURG.” 

Section  i.  The  business  of  the  Club 
shall  be  managed  by  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Board  of  fifteen  Directors  to  be  known 
as  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  such 
other  officers,  agents  and  factors  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the 
Club  for  that  purpose. 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
be  chosen  by  and  from  the  Active  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Club  as  hereinafter  provided. 
They  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  after  the 
adoption  of  these  By-Uaws,  divide  them¬ 
selves  by  lot  into  three  classes,  each  to 
consist  of  five  members,  the  first  class  to 
serve  until  the  next  annual  election  ;  the 
second  class  to  serve  one  year  longer, 
and  the  third  class  to  serve  two  years 
longer.  At  each  annual  election  here¬ 
after  five  new  members  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  for  three  years  and  the  retiring 
members  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re- 
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nomination  or  election  for  the  space  of 
one  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  oc¬ 
curring  in  the  Board  other  than  by  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  time  of  service,  such  va¬ 
cancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of 
the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election, 
when  the  remainder  of  the  term,  if  any, 
shall  be  filled  by  election  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Governors  is  au¬ 
thorized  : 

1.  To  elect,  at  its  first  meeting  after 
the  annual  election,  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer, 
who  may,  or  may  not,  be  members  of  the 
Board,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

2.  At  the  same  time  to  appoint  as 
standing  committees,  a  House  Commit¬ 
tee  and  a,  Grounds  Committee,  each  to 
consist  of  three  members  of  the  Club. 
The  Board  may  also  constitute  addi¬ 
tional  committees  at  its  discretion,  and 
may  appoint,  as  members  of  said  addi¬ 
tional  committees,  any  member  of  the 
Club  ;  the  powers  and  duties  of  all  com¬ 
mittees  appointed  hereunder  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

3.  To  admit  members,  and  to  expel 
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or  suspend  them,  by  ballot,  two  adverse 
votes  excluding,  and  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  expelling  or  sus¬ 
pending. 

4.  To  prescribe  rules  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  non-members  to  the  Club  House 
and  grounds. 

5.  To  make  rules  for  the  use  of  the 
Club  premises  by  the  members  and  for 
their  conduct  therein. 

6.  To  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
the  rules  and  to  enforce  the  same. 

7.  To  remit  penalties  for  offenses 
against  the  rules  and  for  violation  of 
the  By-Laws. 

8.  To  expel  or  suspend  any  member 
for  violation  of  the  By-Laws  or  Rules,  or 
for  conduct  improper  and  prejudicial  to 
the  Club. 

9.  To  call  special  meetings  of  any  or 
all  classes  of  members  of  the  Club  to 
consider  a  specific  subject. 

10.  To  make  rules  for  their  own  gov¬ 
ernment  and  to  fix  and  enforce  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  such  rules. 

11.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  not 
allow  the  use  of  liquors  in  the  Club 
House  or  grounds. 

SEC.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
meet  once  a  month.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  order  of  the  President 
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or  upon  the  written  request  of  three  of 
its  members,  notice  of  which  must  be 
served  upon  all  of  the  Board.  Five  of 
its  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

SEC.  5.  The  President,  and  in  his 
absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  In  the  event  of 
their  absence,  a  meeting  of  the  Club  or 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  may  elect  its 
presiding  officer. 

SEC.  6.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  incident 
to  their  offices  and  such  further  duties  as 
may  be  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
Board  of  Governors.  The  Treasurer 
shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  require,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

Section  i.  Members  of  the  Club 
shall  be  of  five  classes ;  Active,  Asso¬ 
ciate,  Junior,  Army  and  Navy  and  Non- 
Resident. 

Sec.  2.  The  Active  members  shall  be 
men  and  women  over  the  age  of  eigh¬ 
teen  who  have  been  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  to  such  membership  and 
who  have  paid  an  entrance  fee  of  $15 
and  yearly  dues  of  $15.  Active  mem- 
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bers  only  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  and 
their  number  shall  not  exceed  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty,  exclusive  of  those  who  be¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Junior  class  until 
they  have  reached  the  age  limit  of  that 
class,  shall  have  been  elected,  or  may 
hereafter  be  elected,  Active  members 
immediately  after  having  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  being  proposed, 
seconded  and  elected  after  the  manner 
prescribed  by  these  By-haws. 

ShC.  3.  The  Associate  members  shall 
be  women  over  the  age  of  eighteen  who 
have  been  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  to  such  membership  and  who 
have  paid  an  entrance  fee  of  $10  and 
yearly  dues  of  $10.  The  number  of 
Associate  members  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five. 

Sec.  4.  The  Junior  members  shall  be 
boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  four¬ 
teen  and  eighteen  who  have  been  elected 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  to  such  mem¬ 
bership  and  who  have  paid  yearly  dues 
of  $10.  They  shall  be  under  such  re¬ 
strictions  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the 
Club  house  and  grounds  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  prescribe.  Junior  mem¬ 
bers  arriving  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  shall  cease  to  be  members  unless 
elected  to  another  class  of  membership. 
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Sec.  5.  The  Army  and  Navy  mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  officers  of  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States,  in  active 
service,  who  have  been  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  to  such  membership 
and  who  have  paid  yearly  dues  of  $10. 

SEC.  6.  The  Non-Resident  members 
shall  be  men  and  women  over  the  age  of 
eighteen,  residing  more  than  twenty 
miles  from  Harrisburg  who  have  been 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors  to 
such  membership  and  who  have  paid  an 
entrance  fee  of  $10  and  yearly  dues  of 
$5- 

SEC.  7.  Candidates  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  at 
least  two  members  by  letters  addressed 
to  the  Secretary,  which  must  be  presented 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors.  The  name  of  the  candidate, 
the  proposer  and  seconder  must  then 
be  recorded  in  the  book  kept  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  posted  on  the  Club  bulletin- 
board  for  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
Board  of  Governors  can  act  on  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  the  candidate.  Such  action 
cannot  be  deferred  for  more  than  one 
regular  meeting.  Proposals  of  rejected 
candidates  cannot  be  brought  before  the 
Board  of  Governors  within  a  period  of 
twelve  months  after  rejection. 
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SEC.  8.  If  payment  of  the  entrance 
fee  is  not  made  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  the  election  shall  have  been 
given  to  the  candidate,  the  election  shall 
be  void. 

SEC.  9.  All  resignations  shall  be 
made  in  writing  and  served  upon  the 
Secretary,  who  shall  lay  them  before  the 
Board  of  Governors  at  their  next  meet¬ 
ing. 

No  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from 
any  member  in  arrears  to  the  Club. 

All  resignations  must  be  served  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  otherwise  the  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  held  liable  for  the  dues  of 
the  current  year. 

Upon  the  resignation,  death  or  dis¬ 
missal  from  the  Club  of  any  member 
thereof,  his  or  her  membership  and  all 
the  rights  acquired  thereunder  shall  be 
thereupon  aud  thereby  terminated  and 
ended. 

SEC.  10.  The  yearly  dues  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  September  first  of  each  year.  No¬ 
tice  thereof  shall  be  sent  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer  to  every  member  of  the  Club. 

The  Treasurer  shall  post  on  the  Club 
bulletin-board,  as  delinquent,  the  name 
of  any  member  failing  to  pay  within 
thirty  days  after  such  notice,  and  shall 
so  notify  the  member,  quoting  this  Sec- 
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tion  of  the  By-Laws.  The  Board  of 
Governors  may  expel  any  member  whose 
dues  are  unpaid  sixty  days  after  the 
original  notice. 

ArtUte  IV  Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
fiSeetmga  anH  meeting  of  the  Club  at  the  Club  house 
iElprtimtm  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  such  other  business 
as  may  be  brought  before  it  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April  at  such  hour  as  the 
Board  of  Governors  may  designate.  If 
no  quorum  be  present  the  presiding  of¬ 
ficer  shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to  any 
other  day  with  the  same  effect  as  if  held 
as  above.  The  Secretary  shall  give 
seven  days’  notice  of  all  meetings  to  all 
Active  members. 

SEC.  2.  Upon  the  written  request  of 
ten  Active  members  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  shall  call  a  special  meeting  to 
consider  a  specific  subject. 

SEC.  3.  P'ifteen  Active  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Club. 

SEC.  4.  The  Treasurer’s  report  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  shall  be  printed  and  dis¬ 
tributed  to  members  seven  days  before 
the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  order  of  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  :

This  order  of  business  may  be  changed 
at  any  meeting  by  a  two-thirds’  vote  of 
the  members  present. 

SEC.  6.  The  President  shall,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting, 
appoint  a  Committee  of  five  members, 
not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be 
officers  of  the  Club  or  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  and  the  said  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  nominate  candidates  for  va¬ 
cancies  about  to  occur  by  the  expiration 
of  the  terms  of  Governors.  Such  nomi¬ 
nations  shall  be  posted  by  the  said  Com¬ 
mittee  upon  the  bulletin-board  of  the 
Club,  at  least  twenty  days  before  said 
election.  Any  member  may  nominate 
other  candidates  for  the  same  offices,  but 
the  names  of  all  such  candidates  shall  be 
posted  upon  the  bulletin-board  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  said  election,  and 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
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of  Governor  unless  he  shall  have  been 
nominated  and  posted  as  aforesaid. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall  cause 
ballots  to  be  printed  containing  all  the 
names  posted,  and  shall  furnish  the  same 
to  the  members  of  the  Club  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  election 
is  to  take  place. 

Sec.  7.  At  all  elections  for  members 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  members 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  only  in  person 
and  not  by  proxy. 

Cumulative  voting  shall  not  be  allowed. 

The  necessary  number  of  candidates 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  elected. 

SEC.  8.  The  election  to  membership 
in  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  be  held 
by  ballot.  The  presiding  officer  shall  ap¬ 
point  three  inspectors  of  election,  who 
shall  receive  and  canvass  the  ballots  and 
certify  the  result  to  the  Secretary.  The 
polls  shall  remain  open  for  two  hours. 

SEC.  9.  In  case  the  certificate  of  the 
inspectors  shows  that  all  the  vacancies 
on  the  Board  of  Governors  have  not  been 
filled  at  the  election,  the  meeting  shall 
be  adjourned  for  two  weeks,  at  which 
adjourned  meeting  the  election  to  fill 
those  vacancies  shall  proceed  as  herein¬ 
before  provided. 
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The  fiscal  year  of  the  Club  shall  end 
on  the  first  day  of  March,  and  all  annual 
financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer 
and  Board  of  Governors  shall  be  made 
up  to  that  date  and  be  presented  for  final 
action  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club. 

The  Seal  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  circle 
having  around  the  inner  side  of  the  cir¬ 
cumference  the  words,  “  The  Country 
Ceub  of  Harrisburg,”  and  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  the  words  “  Incorporated  June  13, 
1896.” 

Section  i.  Amendments  to  the  By- 
Laws  may  be  made  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Club,  annual  or  special,  by  a  two- 
thirds’  vote  of  the  members  present ; 
alterations  of  any  rule  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Board. 

Sec.  2.  Notice  of  proposed  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  Secretary  at  least  fifteen  days  be¬ 
fore  the  meeting  at  which  it  is  proposed 
to  consider  them.  The  Secretary  shall 
cause  them  to  be  posted  ten  days  before 
the  meeting  and  mailed  to  the  Active 
members  with  the  notice  of  the  meeting.

House  Rules 


I.  The  Club  House  shall  be  opened  at 
8  a.  m.,  and  shall  be  closed  at  12  p.  m., 
and  the  lights  extinguished. 

Permission  to  keep  the  Club  House 
open  later  can  be  had  from  the  House 
Committee. 

II.  Non-Residents  may  be  admitted  to 
the  Club  House,  if  invited  and  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  member  of  the  Club  ;  also 
those  home  from  school  and  college,  one 
of  whose  family  is  a  member  of  the 
Club. 

Residents  of  the  City  of  Harrisburg, 
not  members  of  the  Club,  can  only  be 
admitted  to  the  Club  House  on  invita¬ 
tion  of  a  member  who  is  giving  some 
special  entertainment. 

III.  Members  and  others  wearing 
spiked  shoes  are  not  allowed  on  the 
porches,  or  any  part  of  the  Club  House, 
excepting  the  dressing-rooms. 

IV.  Games  shall  not  be  played  in  the 
Club  House  between  the  hours  of  12 
o’clock  p.  m.  Saturday  and  8  a.  m.,  Mon¬ 
day. 
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Games  of  chance  or  of  skill  are  not 
allowed  to  be  played  for  money  or  its 
equivalent,  and  betting  upon  the  same 
is  forbidden. 

V.  The  Bowling  Alleys  and  Shuffle 
Boards  are  open  to  all  members.  If 
members  are  waiting  to  play,  no  person 
is  allowed  to  continue  playing  beyond 
the  limits  here  set : 

Bowling,  ....  two  games 
Shuffle  Boards,  .  two  games 

VI.  Smoking  shall  be  restricted  to 
the  Smoking  Room,  when  ladies  are  in 
the  Club  House. 

VII.  Bicycles  shall  be  placed  nowhere 
in  the  .Club  House  except  in  the  bicycle 
room  in  the  basement.  They  must  not 
be  brought  on  the  porches. 

VIII.  Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  in 
the  Club  House. 

IX.  There  shall  not  be  removed  from 
the  Club  House,  or  adjacent  buildings, 
any  newspapers,  pamphlet,  book,  tool,  or 
other  article  the  property  of  the  Club; 
nor  shall  the  same  be  mutilated,  defaced 
or  destroyed. 

X.  Members  and  guests  are  requested 
not  to  give  gratuities  to  the  servants,  as 
they  are  forbidden  to  accept  them. 
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XI.  No  member  shall  send  a  servant 
out  of  the  grounds  for  any  purpose. 

XII.  Members  shall  be  charged  with 
any  damage  or  breakage  done  by  them. 

XIII.  Members  must  sign  checks  for 
all  orders.  Checks  so  signed  may  be 
paid  in  cash  or  their  amount  charged  to 
the  credit  of  the  member  at  his  or  her 
option.  Bills  for  amounts  so  charged 
will  be  sent  to  the  members  monthly.  If 
not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter 
the  names  of  members  in  default  will  be 
posted  at  the  Club  House,  with  the 
amount  of  their  indebtedness,  and  notice 
given  that  their  credit  is  suspended  until 
the  account  is  settled.  If  not  then  paid 
within  thirty  days  further  the  case  will 
be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  action. 

XIV.  No  order  will  be  received  from, 
or  can  be  paid  by,  any  person  who  is  not 
a  member  of  the  Club. 

XV.  At  the  written  request  of  a  mem¬ 
ber,  the  House  Committee,  at  its  dis¬ 
cretion,  may  extend  an  invitation  for 
ten  days  to  a  stranger  not  residing 
within  fifteen  miles  of  Harrisburg ;  and 
any  invitation  so  extended  shall  not  be 
renewed  for  three  months,  except  within 
the  discretion  of  said  Committee. 
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XVI.  Special  Cafe7  orders  can  be  given 
the  Steward  by  telephone,  but  sufficient 
time  must  be  given  to  enable  him  to  pur¬ 
chase  and  prepare  the  order. 

XVII.  Rockers  will  be  rented  to  both 
ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  charge  for 
same  will  be  fixed  by  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee.  Not  more  than  two  persons  will 
be  permitted  to  use  a  locker. 

XVIII.  The  Assembly  Room  may  be 
rented  by  members  for  their  exclusive 
use,  and  for  such  purposes  as  are  approved 
by  the  House  Committee,  at  a  charge  of 

$5- 

The  exclusive  use  of  three  Bowling 
Alleys  may  be  secured  at  a  charge  of  $1.50 
per  Alley,  for  not  more  than  three  hours’ 
play. 

XIX.  Members  making  use  of  the 
Cafe7  and  Kitchen  service  of  the  Club, 
but  furnishing  their  own  provisions,  shall 
be  charged  twenty-five  cents  per  capita 
for  such  service  ;  and  where  no  cooking  is 
required  more  than  the  preparation  of  tea 
or  coffee  the  charge  shall  be  ten  cents. 

XX.  Complaints  and  suggestions  must 
be  made  in  writing,  either  in  a  book  kept 
at  the  desk  in  the  Club  House  for  that 
purpose,  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
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House  Committee,  which  will  consider 
the  same  and  take  such  action  thereon  as 
may  be  proper. 

XXI.  Members  are  requested  not  to 
reprimand  the  servants,  but  should  any 
cause  of  complaint  arise,  to  bring  it  to 
the  attention  of  the  House  Committee.
